I  herewitli  present  the  .Annual  Rej)ort  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1952. 

The  general  death  rate  in  the  Urban  District  as  shown  in  the 
tables  of  vital  statistics  has  fallen  by  about  2  per  1,000.  The 
infantile  death  rate  does  not  show  such  satisfactory  figures. 

.Again  there  is  a  rise  in  this  rate  of  40.87  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  38.59  in  the  prex  ious  year  ;  The  Birth  Rate  is 
also  lower  than  the  previous  year. 

One  gratifying  feature,  however,  is  that  there  have  been 
no  deaths  recorded  from  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases.

-Maternity  Home,  or  at  the  Alaternity  Wards  at  Scarsdale  Hospital. 

The  grouping  and  distribution  of  beds  is  at  present  under 
consideration  and  it  is  possible  that  there  will  be  changes  in  the 
near  future. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

A  similar  state  of  affairs  as  regards  employment  obtained 
compared  with  previous  years,  if  anything  the  demand  for  labour 
is  greater  than  ever  and  there  is  full  employment  in  the  district. 

The  conditions  at  the  Slag  Plant  still  give  trouble  but  some 
progress  has  been  made  in  improving  some  of  the  worst  dust  pro¬ 
ducing  processes  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  Constant  obser¬ 
vations  have  been  taken  and  though  action  taken  by  the  Justices 
Bench  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Urban  District  I  think  it  can  be 
said  that  it  produced  some  definite  action  on  the  part  of  the  owners 
who  since  then  have  shown  a  little  more  activity  in  abating,  in 
part,  the  nuisance. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (Amendment)  ACT,  1951. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

One  case  was  investigated  with  a  view  to  taking  action  under 
the  Act. 

The  old  man  was  living  in  a  most  dilapidated  caravan  and  was 
usually  found  crouching  over  a  small  stove.  The  Welfare  Officer 
of  the  district  had  on  two,  or  three  previous  occasions  persuaded 
him  to  go  into  Part  III  accommodation  at  Scarsdale,  but  invariabl}- 
after  a  short  stay  he  returned.  However,  he  was  idtimately 
persuaded  to  stay  in  ;  a  demolition  order  was  obtained  on  the 
caravan  which  was  duly  cleared  and  the  occupant  remained  in 
Scarsdale  Institution. 

The  \'arious  old  folks’  welfare  committees  are  very  active 
in  the  wards  of  the  Urban  District,  and  I  am  certain  that  it  is  due 
to  their  activities  that  so  few  cases  require  “official”  attention. 


INCIDENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

It  again  gives  great  satisfaction  to  report  that  no  deaths 
occurred  from  any  of  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases  and  that 
once  more  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified. 

This  is  all  the  more  gratifying  in  that  there  have  been  cpiite 
a  large  incidence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

As  well  as  “nil”  death  rate  from  these  diseases  the  cases  them¬ 
selves  show  few  complications  or  sequelae  and  are  usually  easily 
cleared  up  by  use  of  chemo  therapy  or  the  antibrotic  drugs. 

This  freedom  and  comparative  mildness  of  these  infections 
may  be  due  to  a  less  virulent  type  of  organism  being  prevalent 
but  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  general  health  and  resistance 
of  the  child  population  at  risk  has  been  raised  as  a  result  of  the 
efforts  of  the  child  welfare  and  sanitary  ser^dces  over  a  period  of 
years.  We  all  know  this  work  does  not  show  immediate  results 
but  we  are  now  reaping  the  efforts  of  the  past  thirty  years.

N’arious  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  some  of  the 
houses  owned  hv  the  N.('.l>.  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
tenants. 

While  many  of  the  houses  fall  well  short  of  the  standards  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  Circular  of  1949  in  com- 
jxirison  with  many  districts  of  a  similar  type,  conditions  in  the 
IVban  District  are  good.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  (ientlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  tlie  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1952. 

During  the  year  under  review  Housing  has  again  been  of 
paramount  importance  a  large  number  of  complaints  and  interx’iews 
liav'e  taken  place  regarding  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions 
owing  to  the  fact  that  many  new  married  couples  are  having  to 
live  with  their  in-laws.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council 
ha\’e  commenced  a  new  housing  site  situated  at  Xorbriggs  and 
when  completed  will  consist  of  420  houses,  there  are  also  additional 
houses  being  built  on  the  Inkersall  Estate.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
when  these  are  completed  the  list  of  housing  applicants  will  be  of 
such  diamentions  that  consideration  can  then  be  given  to  the 
clearance  of  the  older  property  which  still  exists. 

In  regard  to  repairs  to  the  existing  properties  a  fair  amount 
of  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  only  one  formal 
notice  being  issued,  the  rest  were  carried  out  by  informal  notices. 

Colliery  Tipping. 

Preparations  during  the  year  ha\’e  been  made  for  ti])ping  by 
dumpers  on  land  adjoining  the  Council  Refuse  Tip.  Provision  of  a 
new  roadway  has  been  completed  and  a  small  amount  of  tipping 
has  taken  place. 

This  method  may  prevent  firing  of  the  tip  but  the  unsightly 
pit  hill  is  still  to  remain  with  us.  It  is  hoped  that  the  National 
Coal  Hoard  will  soil  these  down  and  plant  trees  in  future  years  to 
hide  the  unsiglitly  spoilbanks  which  we  are  at  present  surrounded 
with. 

Dust  Nuisance. 

Serious  complaints  have  again  been  received  from  the  residents 
of  Hartington  area  of  the  nuisance  from  dust  caused  by  the  works 
of  Slag  Reduction,  the  matter  has  been  constantly  before  the 
Committee  and  reports  and  inspections  have  taken  jilace.  The 
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matter  became  so  serious  that  the  Council  instructed  their  legal 
advisors  to  take  the  matter  into  Court  as  a  nuisance  under  Section 
92  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  case  was  heard  in  the 
Local  Court  on  the  27th  September,  1952,  the  decision  after  Legal 
arguments  was  that  the  Court  felt  that  it  was  too  serious  a  matter 
to  be  tried  locally  and  advised  the  Council  to  consider  taking 
action  under  section  100  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

This  has  been  considered  by  the  Council  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  matter  was  still  under  consideration. 

Deposit  Gauges. 

The  area  is  surrounded  by  works  and  coal  mines  in  consequence 
considerable  atmospheric  pollution  takes  place  from  chemical 
plants,  coke  ovens  and  spoil  banks  and  the  emission  of  smoke 
from  the  chimneys,  in  addition  we  have  a  slag  works  which  has 
caused  considerable  nuisance,  dust  from  these  works  which  affects 
a  number  of  residents  in  the  area.  With  a  view  to  providing  a  much 
cleaner  atmosphere  Deposit  Gauges  and  a  lead  peroxide  Gauge 
have  been  sited,  one  in  the  centre  of  the  works  and  the  other  in  the 
centre  of  the  town,  instructions  have  been  given  to  site  a  further 
deposit  gauge  on  the  outskirts  of  the  area.  W’hen  this  third  bowl 
is  sited  the  whole  of  the  area  will  be  covered,  and  a  complete  picture 
will  then  be  obtained  of  the  pollution  taking  place. 

Copies  of  the  analyst’s  report  are  forwarded  each  month  to  the 
firm  concerned,  with  a  view  to  help  in  cleaning  up  the  atmosphere. 
It  will  take  perhaps,  years  to  do  this  but  I  feel  that  this  is  a  worth 
while  effort  and  some  success  has  alreadj^  repaid  our  efforts  in  the 
fact  that  the  firm  concerned  have  shown  their  willingness  to  help. 

I  desire  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
for  your  unfailing  support  in  all  measures  taken  for  the  Health  of 
the  Community  and  I  am  also  indebted  to  my  colleagues  in  other 
Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

Housing. 

There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  which  fall  far  short 
of  the  reciuiremcnts  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular  dealing  with  houses 
under  the  1949  Housing  Act.  The  position  is  not  clear  regarding 
the  number  of  sub-standard  houses  or  houses  which  could  be  made 
within  a  reasonable  standard.  It  would  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
an  housing  survey  of  the  j^roperties  so  that  a  true  picture  of  the 
retpiirements  regarding  the  number  of  houses  which  would  be 
recpiired  for  clearance  areas. 


Improvement  Grants. 

I’nder  the  Housing  .\ct,  1949,  there  have  been  ten  ap])lications 
for  the  i^rovision  of  bathroom — two  were  com|)leted  before  the  end 
of  the  year.

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report  of  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  during  the  year  27  visits 
were  paid  to  houses  where  cases  had  occurred,  10  rooms  and  460 
librar\-  books  being  disinfected. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  tendency  during  the  past  year 
for  infectious  disease  cases  to  be  nursed  at  home  owing  to  shortage 
of  accommodation  and  the  distance  the  patient  has  to  travel  and 
the  difficulty  of  parents  getting  to  visit  them,  secondary  cases  have 
occurred  as  a  result  of  imperfect  isolation  to  other  members  of  the 
same  family. 

Verminous  Premises. 

Two  Private  Houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the  3'ear 
by  D.D.T.  powder,  Gammeaseare  dust  and  liquid  disinfectant  with 
D.D.  solution.  Supplies  are  available  to  householders  free  of 
charge. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

93  visits  were  made  to  food  preparing  premises  during  the 
\'ear  1952.  25  premises  were  used  for  manufacturing  food  in¬ 

cluding  7  bakehouses  and  12  Fried  Fish  Shops. 


Food  Shops  and  Market  Stalls. 

176  visits  were  made  to  food  shops  and  market  stalls,  the 
.Ministry  INIodel  B\’elaws  under  section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  1938,  are  in  force  in  the  Council’s  area.

During  the  year  the  registration  of  Cottagers  Pigs  for  slaughter 
has  been  removed  from  the  Officer  in  Staveley  to  Chesterfield 
and  in  consecpience  no  notifications  are  now  received  of  the  number 
of  pigs  being  slaughtered  in  the  area. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Administration. 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  distribution 
of  milk  for  the  provision  regarding  infection  of  milk.

The  works  are  now  under  construction  for  the  provision 
of  an  up-to-date  filtration  plant. 

Public  Buildings. 

During  the  year  manv  ^’isits  have  been  paid  to  Hotels  and 
cinemas,  new  urinals  stalls  have  been  fitted  in  one  cinema  and  two 
hotels  have  adequate  new  sanitarv  conveniences  fitted.  A  survey 
regarding  hygiene  conditions  was  commenced  during  the  later 
part  of  the  year. 

Shops  Act. 

189  visits  were  paid  to  various  shops  regarding  sanitary 
conveniences,  employment  of  young  persons,  keeping  of  required 
records  and  notices  and  the  closing  of  shops  at  regulation  hours. 

Rodent  Control. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  put  into  rodent 
control  inspection  and  during  the  year  101  inspections  were  made.
